1. Claims 1-18 and 23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In addition to the teachings of the claims 1,6, 13, 18, and 23 as a whole, the 
closest prior art of record failed to teach or suggest, wherein: 

"transmitting image data of the sYCC-JPEG color space by non-electronic mail 
facsimile without setting size information in a non-electronic mail facsimile 
communication protocol when the color image data to be transmitted is image data 
of the sYCC-JPEG color space" 

and 

"means for transmitting color image data of a first color space in accordance 
with a non-electronic mail facsimile communication protocol; 

means for transmitting color image data of a second color space in accordance 
with the non-electronic mail facsimile communication protocol; and 

means for controlling a facsimile transmission of color image data by setting 
size information in the non-electronic mail facsimile communication protocol when 
the color image data is the color image data of the first color space, and to carry out 
a non-electronic mail facsimile transmission of the color image data without setting 
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the size information in the non-electronic mail facsimile communication protocol 
when the color image data is the color image data of the second color space" 

Therefore claims 2-5, 7-12, and 14-17 are allowable for depending on claims 1, 6, 
and 13.
